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MYSTERIOUS t RED LIGHTS 1 IN YUKON, WISC0W3IM 

Around the beginning of 1961*, there were at least two flurries of reports of 
strange red luminous objects in the skies — one in the vicinity of Whitehorse, 
Yukon Territory, Canada; the other near Monico, Wisconsin. While it is rather 
difficult to see what significance may be ascribed to these Incidents, it is 
certainly very curious that two areas so distant from each other should be 
visited by phenomena so similar almost simultaneously* 

The Yukon Incidents were discussed in a sympathetic, if rather flippant, 
vein in an article by June Franklin of the Whitehorse Star, printed in tha Tiroes 
of Lloydminater, Saskatchewan, 2/26/6U. The first sighting appears to have taken 
place between! 2x00 and 3tOO on the morning of January 1 (thus undoubtedly winning 
the title of first UFO lnoident of the new year), when, according to Mlsa 
Franklin^ "a Whitehorse resident saw strange red lights in the sky while she was 
baby-sitting in the downtown area* The lights resembled 60 -yatt bulbs colored 
a deep red (she Said) and appeared to *go up and down.' No porch lights wars 
on anywhere and no similar mundane explanation presented itself •" The lights 
were Been again a week later by Miss Franklin herself, "soon after $ p.m.*.* 

They were like 60 watt bulbs colored a deep red, and they went up and down* 

They seemed to hover above the town with no aooompanylng noise, and thalr 
movement was reminiscsnt of a 'mobile* * They did not (cont*d on p* 3) 


PHYSICAL EVIDENCE CASE FRCM FORT WORTH 


On January 27, 196U, that rarity among UFO reports occurred over Fort 
Worth, Texasi a UFO dropped tangible, physical evidence* What is more, this 
evidence is under investigation by competent authorities* 

According to the Fort Worth Morning Telegram (the date is unfortunately 
uncertain; it is evidently in the Iasi few days of January), a luminous object 
was observed in the sky over the Bembrook area at about 8x00 P.M. by Ronald 
J. Jonee and his wife* Aa the Jones watched, the UFO followed an erratic course 
for a distance of about eight blocks until it was over the heme of Melvin L* 
Lewis; then, according to Jones, "it hovered for two or three minutes over the 
house, then fell and burst into flames, setting fire to the Lewis' lawn*" 

The two families extinguished the fire and retrieved from it bits of metal 
which had evidently belonged to the Hystericus object. '.'It was lightweight 
and looked charred," Jones described it. "It also smelled of sulphur." 

Simples of the metal, weighing a total of less than an ounce, were 
collected by one Oscar Monnlg, allegedly "one of the Southwest*a leading 
authorities on meteorites*" Monnlg then turned them over to two professors at 
Texas Christian University, Professor Leo Baggerly of the physics department, 
and Dr'. Arthur Ehlmann of the geology department, for analysis. Preliminary

travel across the sky. I estimated their position as somewhere between the 
centre of Whitehorse and the airport, a distance of perhaps two or three miles." 
Other sightings were made that night, apparently of the same objects. Their 
third appearance seems to have been on January 28, when two Whitehorse 
residents observed them late at night, while driving to a movie. 

A number of explanations, including signal flares, were advanced to account 
for the mystery lights, but none could be considered satisfactory, '.. 

Regrettably, our information on the Wisconsin sightings is extremely sketchy, 
consisting entirely of a brief story in, the Rhinelander News, l/H/61*: "A Crandon 
woman who has been reading of the various reports of* 'flying objects' sighted in 
the area, called The News Friday afternoon to say that she saw an object similar 
to those described in the Monico area on or about Christmas Day. 

"Mrs. Frank Barts said she and her husband were driving toward Crandon from 
Monico on Highway 8 at about 9 p.m. when she spotted a blight red object going 
across the sky. She said she saw the object for only a short time, add! g that 
her husband did not see it. 

"She said she did not think too much of the sighting until she read of 
other persons reporting similar objects in the area." 

Unfortunately, we do not possess any clippings describing the January 
sightings which are referred to in this story, and can provide no details on 
them. Ahy readers who can help us out in this respect are earnestly urged to do so. 

Finally, we have a report frem Bernards Township, New Jersey, which we 
probably have no' excuse for including in this article other than that it involved 
a red luminous object. According to the Somerset Hills Exponent (2/27/61*), many 
perso s saw a huge red fireball streaking across the sky early on the morning, of 
February 19. * It was described by some observers as being about 1000 feet high 
and five feet in' diameter, but such estimates are necessarily subjective and in¬ 
accurate. It was repeatedly stated that the apparition was accompanied by a 
sound, variously described as that of "a low flying aircraft" and "resembling a 
crash," which suggests that’whatever it was landed or fell somewhere. 

Normally, we would brand such a sighti g as an extremely bright meteor(ite) 
and leave it at that, but- there is one circumstance in this case which rules out 
such a meteoric expla ation: it was snowing at the time that the object was seen. 
and, hence, obviously there must have been a cloud cover; the thing was clearly 
flying at a relatively low altitude. It is difficult to avoid postulating a 
UFO connection; and it is at least an odd fact that "the fireball was seen on a 
flight path, on a line between the two local airfields." This last circumstance 
is of course very indicative of some sort of intelligent purpose (see Ivan 
Sanderson’s article in the January NJAAP Bullet in). 

The reports discussed in this article, particularly the last, should be 
carefully compared both with the Fort Worth sighting described elsewhere in 
this issue and the article on falling UFO's in the January Bulletin . 



MORE SPOTS NEAR ARISTARCHUS 
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Readers who recall our story on ths a trance "ruby 41 spots observed last fall 
near the lunar crater Aristarchus, In the January Bulletin, may be Interested to 
know that a* similar Sighting was made fran the New'^ork area early on the morning 
of June 6, 196U* Aooordlng to the "Talk of the Town" column of the New Yorker , 
6 /20/6U, the observations were made through an eight-inch reflecting telescope 
situated on the roof of the Fields ton School auditorial, where reposed the 
somewhat makeshift observatory of the Amateur Astronomers Association of New York. 
The observers were Mr. Gilbert T. Sotmidllng, the Association's lunar recorder) 

Ms son David; a lawyer named Stoddard D. Platt; a staff representative at the 
R.C.A. Exhibition Hall named Glen St. Clair;, and the New Yorker writer. We take 
the liberty of quoting the description of the sighting, in the New Yorker 's 
inimitable styles 

"We squinted through the eyepiece. Aristarchus, twenty-seven miles in di¬ 
ameter, was a great pale pockmark, and to its right was a slightly smaller one — 
Herodotus. Schroter's Valley was a spidery aim extending downward fran Herodotus. 
/It should be recalled that the image was inverted^ * We announced that we saw a 
tiny russet smudge on whst Appeared to be a spur connecting the two craters, and 
then that the smudge had resolved Itself into a hard reddish-brown dot against’ 
the side of Herodotus. Mr. St. Clair took a look end said he saw it, and so, a 
moment later, did David. Mr. Platt wasn't sure, but after a full minute at the 
telescope he said he thought he could make out a faint glimmer. 

".'Let me have a look at it,' Mr. Sehmidling said. He stared into the tele¬ 
scope, but after several minutes he said sadly that he couldn't see any glow* 

'Sate people can distinguish one hundred shades of jihlte,' end I can't even see a 
red glow,' he added fretfully. He took hia glasses off and tried again. 

"Meanwhile^ David and Mr. St. Clair drew rough maps of where they had seen 
the glow. The maps were alike — a fact that seemed to confirm the reality of 
the phenomenon. We took another look at the craters, and this time there was 
a second speck of russet on a spur jutting upward from Aristarchus• This was 
confirmed by Mr. St. Clair, and so was an Impression we'd gained that the 
spots were redder than before. 

"Mr. Sehmidling was beside himself. 'I can see all the features, but I'll 
be darned if I can see any glow,' he said querulously. 

"The morning twilight had begun, and the birds of Riverdale were starting to 
twitter. David and Mr. St. Clair set about^tidying up, but Mr. Sehmidling kept 
his eye glued to the telescope. 

"'Heyl* he cried, at last. 'Now I see itl It's a sharp glow, like a real 
ruby gem.' 

"Mr. Schnldling then said that the Astronomers Association would make an 
announcement to the press, and the session concluded with peanuts all around." 
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studies apparently indicated a high percentage of magnesium in the puzzling 
material .a 

We regret that we do not as yet have the results of this analysisj our 
Assistant Director, Jerome Clark, is investigating the case for NJAAP, but we 
do not have his report at the time of this writing. Whatever he is able to 
discover will be printed in the September Bulletin . However, one statement 
by Jionnig should be especially noted: "I’ve heard tales like this, but this 
is the first time I have been able to investigate one immediately.” Does 
this suggest that similar incidents have occurred frequently — perhaps far more 
frequently than we would dare to presume — but have as yet never been released 
to the American people7 


UFO’S AND KENTUCKY RIVERS 

In our article on UFO'e with lighted windows (NJAAP B ulletin . January, 1961*), 
we cited a report made by Mr. Cecil D. Clayton in tTuTTate l9^0^s, adding -that 
the correlation which we had established in such cases with bodies of water 
did not seem to apply to that sighting. In a letter to us, dated 2/23/6U, Mr. 
Clayton ccanmentedt 

"In regard te your theory of U.F.O.'s following rivers and shore lines of 
lakes, and saying that there was only Little River near my sightingg Little River 
passes through Hopkinsville, Red River passes through Clarksville, Tenn. I was 
about halfway between those two cities. Also a few Mies east of Madisonville 
is Pond River, a few miles west is Tradewater River, and there are many lakes and 
strip mine pits near Madisonville. The coal mine lake where my brothers-in-law 
were fishing is about half-way between Pond and Tradewater Rivers. 

"Pond, Little, Tradewater and Red Rivers are small rivers, but Red River 
entities into the Cumberland at Clarksville, and the Cumberland runs through 
Nashville and Clarksville on its way to the Ohio at Smithland. A line drawn 
from Nashville to Madisonville passes near Clarksville, Fort Campbell and 
Hopkinsville. Frcm Hopkinsville it is about one hour’s time at the speed the 
U.F.O. was cruising to many points on the Ohioj from Henderson to Paducah. 

"Kentucky Lake (largest man^nade lake in the world) is a short distance 
from Clarksville and reaches from near the Ohio at Paducah across Ky„ and Tenn. 
to Alabama. It has- a dam, locks and hydro-electric generating plant near 
Paducah, and the Cumberland is now lying dammed to form Lake Barkley.... 

This lake will be connected by canal to Ky. Lake. 

"So, if the U.F.O.’s are attracted by rivers, lakes, Army installation and 
industrial plants etc., this one was smack in the middle of all these items." 


Magnesium has frequently occurred as a principal component in UFO material 
which has been analyzed. For examples, see Cordoba City (8/21/57) Ubatuba 
(September 1957), and Grand Forks, North Dakota (12/17/57)I ( Shadow of 
the Unknown , pp. 33f> 83). 
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INCIDENTS FRCM HACKENSACK 


Spmetiroe ago, NJAAP'c Skyvatch Coordinator, John Nave* of Hackensack, New. 
Jersey, sent us two sightings made by two friends of his on the night of April U, 
196U* The details are quite vague and, by the tine we got around to checking into 
then, we were unable to secure any further information. However, we quote John's 
report here: 

N I ~ At approxLmatel 7:26 P.M., a formation (not geometric) of 10 UFO's was 
seen traveling from overhead tb the northern horizon. The transit took approxi¬ 
mately 2 seconds, no sound was audible and the formation was surrounded with 
nebulosity. 

"II — At approximately 7:1:3, nine UFO's traveling in V-formations of three 
each was seen rising from where the previous flight had set. They appeared to be 
of the brightness of a 1st magnitude star and approximatel 3 degrees from one 
another. .Three degrees.behind the last formation followed two Jets in hot 
pursuit. Hus Jets and the UFO's were in no way alike. They set about 20 seconds 
later in the northeast. 

"At about 6:10, Foho II was seen traveling’from the north to the southeast." 

It,is difficult to evaluate these sightings from the scanty data which we 
have,'but it ddesrnot seem that they can be explained as conventional phenomena* 
John Nove', however, writes (6/17/6U) that'his father "said that a few Saturday 
nights before<the night of the sighting, he observed very much similar craft 
accompanied by the sound of aircraft engines," which hints at a terrestrial 
origin for the objects* 


UFO CONGRESS HELD IN CLEVELAND 

Thq. long-awaited Congress of Scientific UFOlogists, sponsored by the American 
UFO Canndttee (AUFOC), under the joint Directorship of Ricky Hilberg, Dale Rettig, 
and Allen Greenfield, was held in Cleveland, Ohio, on June 18, 19, 20 and 21* 
Although the number of out-of-town UFOlogists attending the Congress Was disappoint¬ 
ingly snail, the public attendance at the open session in the Cleveland 1MCA on 
the evening of Jupe 20 was little short of overwhelming, surpassing 300 — and, 
although the evening was abominably hot, the audience was so engrossed in the .pre¬ 
sentation that no one stirred until its conclusion. 

Among the UFOlogists at the Congress were Allan Manak, Chairman of the 
Cleveland UFOlogy Project; 'Earl Neff, host of the Cleveland radio show "UFO Round 
Table"; Brian Akers, NICAP Youth Council Member for Ohio; James W. Moseley, editor 
and publisher of Saucer News ; and ourself. 

The open session included talks given by Earl Neff, James Moseley, and our¬ 
self; a showing of UFO slides, given by Ricky Hilberg; and a scientific movie on 
the universe. UFO photographs and magazines were sold in an adjoining room before 
and after the presentation, and during the intermission. The session was followed 
by an all-night skywatch. 

Public UFO interest in Cleveland, unquestionably at a high pitch prior to the 
Congress, was certainly stimulated greatly by it. 

While the Congress certainly had Its defects. Its general success can best be 
sunned up in the words of Allen Greenfield: "I*..consider the Congress a success, 
since we did prove that IT CAN EE DONE; you can hold a ; large scale UFO convention 
completely devoid of the contactee and cultist elements*" And, this having been 
demonstrated, we can look forward to next year's Congress (for which planning has 
already begun) as one of the great caning events of UFOlogy* 
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A CLOSE JANGE SIGHTING FROM WORTH DAKOTA... 


A most intore a ting, if rather dated. Item, appearing in the Cavalier, North 
Dakota, Chronicle . 12/5/63, has recently cane to our attention* For obvious 
reasons, we have not had the opportunity to check It out personally, but quote 
it here for whatever it may be worth: 

*Two Neche high school girls enroute home at night sighted an 'Unidentified 
Flying Object' which, they said, circled their car at high speed and at no 
great'distance from it before disappearing. 

"The girls, Nita Kain and Cherly Kelm, said they were returning heme on 
highway 55 1 east of Neche, when they sighted the UFO which they paid was oval in 
shape and of indeterminate size* It was colored bright orange' arid appeared 
surrounded by a light haae, 

"The girls said the object sped across the front of their automobile and 
circled it to the side before disappearing to the southeast." 


.. .AND A VANISHING 'PARACHUTE' FRCH IDAHO 


In ttve same class of unsubstantiated but interesting reports is a strange 
story from the Rexburg, Idaho, Standard, 2/17/6U. According to the newspaper 
account, on the evening of February 13, 196b, Mr* Olen TUckett of Hibbard observed 
something that looked like "a white parachute with some dark object hanging be¬ 
neath if descending slowly in a westerly direction from his house* "It parsed 
over some trees near the river, seemed to level off and then fell to earth in 
the vicinity of the river, said Mr* Tuckett*" Tuckett was unable to locate the 
object that evening when he went out to search for it, and had no better success 
canvassing the area in his airplane the next morning* 

The authorities were unable to offer any explanation* the Madison County 
sheriff's officer and the Federal Aviation Agency at Idaho Falls both denied that 
any planes had gone down in the area* Tuckett himself theorised that it might be 
a weather balloon — but then how can we explain its mysterious disappearance? 

On the other hand, however, if we examine the case in the light of the "angel 
hair" phenomenon, the disappearance of the "parachute" can be easily accounted 
for* It seems probable, therefore, that, if the newspaper account is correct, 
the Hibbard mystery should be associated with UFO's, and added to the file on 
angel hair*

A now and startling bit of evidence haa boon addod recently to the doaaier 
on tha radar-viaual aighting(a) made over Philadelphia on 'the' night--of-July 30-3. 
1963, deaoribed in great detail in the Novomber 1963 NJAA1 Bulletin ! a radar- 
aoope photograph ahowing an elllptioal UFO with two sen tier ciroular UFO’q, above 
it, taken on a Philadelphia weatheraoope (further details concerning which 
oannot be diaoloaed), and paaaod on to ua by re'aearoher George D. Fawoett, of 
Eaaton, Pennaylvania. 

The date of thia radar aighting waa given to ua aa July 20, 1963; although 
it doea not coincide with that of the UFO aotivlty- described in the November 
Bullotin, we feel that it ia nevertheleaa oloae enough to be a.ighifioant. 

There are a number of feat urea of the radaraoop'e photo whioh bear a dia- 
tinct reaemblanoe to the aighting of July 31. The photograph dopiota one 
large UFO aocorapaniod by two amaller onea; the radar at the Philadelphia Inter¬ 
national Airport piokod up three unexplained blipa, of which only one waa 
prominent enough to be dotooted by the pilota who wont up to invoatigate. The 
photograph ahcwa the UFO 1 a in the northweat quadrant of the ’soope; tho Inter¬ 
national Airport radarmen firat notioed the three blipB in the northweat 
quadrant, although the ,qb'Jeota aubaoquontly moved off to the northoaat. 

Although we cannot reconcile the puzzling and annoying diaparity of datoa, 
we adhero to the opinion that the woatheraoope photograph haa a aignificant 
bearing Upon the aightinga of over a week later.

A CHRONOLOGY OF THE 1964 FLAP 


At approximately 5*45 F.M. on April 24* 1964* a metallio egg-shaped 
object] somewhat larger than an automobile* was seen to take off from a gully 
near Sooorro, New Mexico* by a policeman,named Lonnie Zamora. This sighting, 
the first UFO report to reoeive nationwide publicity in.several years, was 
followed by on enormous rash of incidents whioh lasted all through the rest 
of April and May into the early part of June. While we are presently too 
close to this flap to truly evaluate it in perspeotivo, there seems little 
doubt that the spring of 1964 saw the most intensive UFO activity since the 
flap of November 1957. , 

In this artiole on tho 1964 flap* there are a number of things which we 
are not going in do. We aro not going to rehash the details of the Zamora 
sighting for the nth time*, nor aro we going to attempt to "scoo^ anybody on 
anything. On the other hand* we are not going to tiy to evaluate the sig¬ 
nificance of the flap at present. Largely owing to the time factor, we have 
not made any sorious attempts as yot to determine orthotenic alignments or any 
othor patterns involved in the rocent wave of sightings; this can woit for 
lator, when all of tho information is in, and nhon the passago of time will 
have completely freed us from tho tomptation to oxaggorato tho importance of 
tho 1964 sightings merely because they are rooont. Instoad, wo aro presenting 
a oomploto and ordorly chronology of the 83 sittings from. April, May and Juno 
which have come to our attontion so far, concontrating largely on the numerous 
interesting roports which have roooivod littlo publicity or have beon obscured 
in the olamor over tho Sooorro incident. It is our hope that our renders may 
use this chronology as en aid toward moro detailed and profound studies of tho 
flap over the sumusr* particularly in rogard to orthoteny; and will communioato 
thoir findings to us upon our return. 

Wo do, however, wish to make ono oommont on the flap, oalling our readors 1 
attontion to tho vary oloso analogy botwoon it and the 1957 flap. In both, 
tho sightings began in tho Southwost, aftor which the oonter of conoontration 
movod gradually into the Midwost and ns far oastwnrd as Ohio (this trond suggosts 
that tho East, may bogin to oxporionoo UFO activity soon, although this is not 
parollolod by tho 1957 wave); in both, many lendings and closo-rengo sightings 
wero reported; in both, the most oommonly^roported UFO ehapo was oval* at loast 
at the boginning of tho flap; both included a fow roports of tho occupants of 
tho UFO’s being obsorvod; a oaso of a person boing bumod by a UPO oocurrod in 
both (Stokos in 1957); and both involved at loast ono oaso of oleotro-magnetio 
intorforonoo, although thoro wore many moro such casos in 1957 than in 1964. 

It would probably bo premature to attompt to ovaluato tho significanoo of 
this similarity hero, but it does appoar to bo of aonsiderablo importanoo.2 

We prooo.ed to tho chronology; 

1. April 24. Tho Zamora sighting. 5 Tho dotails of this aro so widoly 
known that it wuld be superfluous to ropeat thorn hero, although we do oonsider 
it worthwhile to quoto tho official Air Force account of it in its entirety (soe 
Appendix). It is universally agraod that Zamora was absolutely sincere and 
honestj Dr. J. Allen 8y;nok, the Air Forets scientific consultant on UFO's,

oro6$8fi£-#St n 11 ^ 0 ^ Pried 1 lino in the oonter and a oross-bar. below;” 7 and "a 
oreaoent with.a vertical arrow and horizotfel line mderneath.* 1 - It should be 
noted* in passing*'that Zamora's widely quoted statement that he would teep’ 
silent about any similar oxporienoos in the future suggests that he underwent 
a highly unpleasant questioning at tho hands of tho Air Force. For those who 
wish to use the sighting in an orthotonio study* its prooise looation was about 
one mile south of Sooorro* 

2» April 24,- An intorcsting if sonowhat dubious oase* of the "borderline 
contaot".typo, 3 was reported from a dairy farm a fow miles northeast of Newark 
Valley, Tioga County, New York -- an exception to tho Southwest's monopoly on 
UFO sightings during the first days of the flap;' The alleged witness was. 27- 
year-old Gary T. Wilcox, ownor of the farm. Wilcox related that,- shortly before 
lOiOO A.11*, while inspeoting a V-shapod Held on his farm to see if it-was 
suitable for plowing, he observed a shiny object resting on tho ground whioh 
he at first thought to bo a discarded rofrigorator which had been reposing in 
the field for some time. Ho quiolcly perooivod that it was not the refrigerator 
but soma sort of shiny egg-shaped oraft, twenty foet long and sixteen feet 
wide; when he touohod it, he felt no heat* As he was oxaminlng it, two humanoids, 
about four feet tall, suddenly appeared; they wero wearing seamless clothing and 
odd hoods whioh conooalad thoir faces (breathing apparatus?), and "appeared 
to have arms and logs* but ho oould not tell whether they had foet and toes." 

Tho ereatures began to speak to Wilcox in good English, informing him that 
they were Xronr the planet Ifiara and meant hint no ham — "we have talked to people 
before," They* queried him at some length concerning agrioultural techniques* 
particularly oonoerning organic material* about whioh they seemed singularly 
ignorant; they olalmod to grow their food in the atmosphere, but expected to 
enoQUnter difficulties due to "changes in tho universe." They told Wlloooc 
that "they can only travel to this planet every 2 years and they are presently 
using the Western Hemisphere," and that human astronauts would be unable to 
withstand the oonditiohe of spaoe* They made tho most peculiar remark that 
"they land only during daylight hours beoause their ship is less readily visible 
in daylight. They exprossed surprise that he had seen the or&ft." All during 
the conversation.; Wilcox had the 1 fooling that their voices seemed to emanate 
fr,om their bodies rather than their heads* perhaps suggesting some sort of 
meohanioal speakers. 

Before leaving* the oraatures told rt ilcox-fe hat it would be best for him 
to'keep silent about his encounter "for your own good," although they made no 
threats; possibly they were thinking of the ridicule’ of his neighbors. 

The beings each oarried e tray filled with soil aluard their oraft, and* 
before leaving, asked Wiloox if they might have some organio material. He 
replied in the affirmative, and sot off to get a bag of fertilizer; the cibjeot 
then took off (why they should have departed at that point is not olear) without

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any exhaust, or, apparently, disturbance of the dust. Wiloox loft the bag of 
fertilizer at the spot where he had net the oreatures. When he returned the 
next d oy it was gone.10 

It is difficult to evaluate this story. In itself it is oerbainly ex¬ 
tremely incredible, although far from impossible (it should-be kept in mind 
that it is quite possible that, assuming Wildcat to have been telling the truth, 
the oreatures gave him false information). Wiloox seems to have been regarded 
as fairly reliable by his neighbors, and he does not appear to have had any, 
motive for perpetrating a hoax. On the other hand, it is oertalnly suspicious 
that he did not report the sighting for over a week after it allegedly oootu*red) 
and, while we should keep an open mind, the report "must be viewed with skep¬ 
ticism.” 11 ^f true, it is certainly of extreme‘importai oe. 

3. April 25. The following item may have no UFO connection, but should 
not be omitted! At lt26 A.M., a tremendous blast rooked the south side of 
Dillon, Montana, preceded by a brilliant flash of light in the southeastern 
sky. The source of Ihe explosion was never disoovered. 1 2 

4» April 25. There is a vague allusion in a newspapers story to an object, 
appaireotly egg-shaped, seen by two men driving that night near La Madera, 

New Mexioo. 1 * 

5. April 26. A Santa Fe resident named Orlando Gallegos reported to 
State Polioe that he had observed a UFO early that morning at La Madera that 
"looked like an egg-shaped butane tank..,as long as a telephone pole and about 
14 feet in oiroumferenoe." 14 - Gallegos, who-was able to got within 200 feet 

of the UFO, stated that the objeot had numerous flame-spurting jots on its 
Underside. State Polioe Captain Martin Vigil, oheoking the ground 20 hours 
later, found it still smouldering — n rooks in the center oft the area were 
split, a bottle was melted and green brush had been set on fire, evidently 
by intense heat." 1 ® Four depressions in the ground and "paw prints, like a 
mountain lion's 11 were also discovered. Vigil oonoluded, not unnaturally, that 
"there was definitely something there." 

6. April 26. An Albuquerque resident named GeorgC Mitropolis observed 

a "flying bathtub" near Truth or Consequences, New Mexico, while driving north 
from El Paso. At the intersection of Routes 85 and 180, he observed a "silver 
looking object," resembling an inverted thirty-foot-long bathtub, approximately 
a quarter of a milo to the east of him. As Mitropolis watched, the UFO went 
"up, over a mountain, and dram oqt of sight near Caballo Reservoir." 1 ® We 
have been unable to asoertain the time of the sighting. 

7. April 26. "Socorro policeman Bill PylaDd said a girl, who didn't 
give Tier name, reported a fire in the hilly area one mile southwest of Sooorro 
Sunday night. ...Pyland said the girl, about IB, said she was from 900 to 500 
feet from the fire and she thought there was something in the flames. Pylend 
said a search of the area found nothing." 1 ? 

8. April 27. Into in the day, eight children at Crosby School in B1 
Paso, Texas, observed .a UFO honoring above the school grounds. 12-year-old 
Kathy Boone described tho object which she had seen out of the school window 
as follows? "It seemed to be floating in the air, covered with something like

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•a sheet. It was about 6 feet 5 inohes tall and sort of egg-shaped.”*® A search 
of the school grounds revealed nothing. 

9. April 27. "A big ball of rod flames” was allegedly seen to land at 
night near las Yogas. New Mexico* by.a man who insisted on remaining anonymous 
for fear of ridicule .* 9 

IQ. April 28. Shortly after'midnight, a -TjBQ Was shot at noar Moriarfcy, 

New Moxioo. Don Adams, a 20-year-old resident- of Edgewood, New Meixioo, related 
that, as he was driving on US. Scute 66 near Moriarfcy, he saw a light green 
(apparently luminous) oblong object. 25 to 30 feet long, hosering about loo 
.feet directly above the highway. As Adams attempted to drive his oar under 
the UFO. the vehicle stalled (nota bene l) , 2 ^ Adams got out of his oar and 
fired six . 22 -oalibre pistol shots at the object; he heard each bullet bounce 
off. As he was reloading, the objeot moved away to the north;. Adams fired 
six more shots at it, but could not tell whether dr hot they hit it #“*' "In¬ 
vestigating state policemen said the man was ocnplet'ely 'sober* .”22 (fueryi 
Precisely what did Adams hope to accomplish by Shooting at the UFO •*■- and what 
must have been the reaction of the UFO's pilots?) . ’■ 

11. April 28. Shortly bofore 12>30 P.Mi, 10-year-old Sharon' $tftill ob^ 
served an egg-shaped UPO, "slightly smaller than an airplane,” in the northeastern 
sky from-the grounds, L of the Lowell 'Elementary Sohool in Albuquprque;., It is 

not dear how far Sharon was froa'tho objeot; according to oneTaooouJlt, the UFO 
hovered, then "bounoed up and down about 3 tines in .the sky and then left”23 _ 
whatever picture that' may conjure up. In any oase, Sharon watohed the thing 
for 5 or 10 minutes? her 8 -year-old sister Robin also' saw it but refused to 
look at It tor any length of tine. Sharon was lateJ* to regret her gazing at 
the object, for "after 1 p.n. while in oIdas she noticed a burning sensation 
about the eyes and face.... Sharon was treated by' a doctor at .Bataan Hospital 
last night and was kept in bed at home todey with her. blinds drawn to protect 
her inflamed, ayes and eyelids....Part of her face and nose appeared to be puffy 
and red. She continued to complain of burn pains....Sharon's doctor said his 
diagnosis is conjunctivitis (membrane inflanaation) of both.,byes and'first 
degree sunburn under the eyes and on the nose, addingi 'The sum exposure She 
had yesterday would usually be considered insufficient to oause the bums and 
i flnmmation caused by longer exposure to the suni” 2 4 

12. April 28. At 5*30 P.M., two* UFO's were observed by a truck driver 

named Napolpan Green and his wife as they were driving toward Albuquerque on 
U.S. Route 85, about 17 miles north of Sooorro. The objeots were egg-shaped, 
apparently silvery, about half as large as jet planes and travelling at the 
speed of jets. "Green said he sawthm pdssibly 2 minutes before they dis¬ 
appeared over the eastern hori*©n."25 . ‘ 

13 . April 28. At 9:05 P.M., a UFO was seen by Ifyma Johnson, of Northamp¬ 
ton Township, Ohio. "A hovering, pulsdti&g, white star-like object was seen 
approaching from the ENE. VUhen it reached a position almost‘overhead, it stopped, 
retreated a short.distance, came forward again, became motionl&sp* It’ pulsated 

a few times, then moved slowly westward, gaining altitude. It changed odor to 
a glowing deop red and seemed to grow larger, and disappeared high into the

14. April 28. Apparently during the daytime, a group of children and a 
pair of adulta independently reported seeing "a round,- white object” which 
hovered over Hobba, New Mexioo, then moved off to the northeast.27 

15. April 28. At L&a Cruces, New Mexioo, between 10*00 and 10*30 P.M., 

"a State Policonah and four employees of the port of entry station on Interstate 
10 south of the city reported sighting a luminous object.. .moving in a jerlQT 
motion and changing directions. State Polioenan Paul Arteche of Anthony an¬ 
swered the call from the port of entry and on his way to the station also 
sighted the objebt. Ha said it waa moving northwest. The pilot of a private 
airplane nude a similar report about the same time,.,.”28 

16. April 28. At 10*30 P.M., a UFO was seen over Cheyenne, Wyoming, by 
three women* Mrs. Frank Martin, Mrs. Max De Weese, and Mrs. Robert C. Rose. 

As the women were returning from a bingo game at Warren AFB, Mrs. Martin and 
Mrs. Rose saw a huge tear-drop-shaped light with a slight tail streaking 
aoross the sky. Fifteen minutes later, Mrs. De Weese and Mrs. Rose observed 
two similar lights* "it was a groat big round flash of light, and then it was 

gone. Then another oome behind it. They were both the same size and very fast.”29 

16. April 29. Early in the afternoon, a high-flying disk was seen in 

the western sky from Rook Springs, ffyoming, by a group of eight student's, another 

group of eleven students, a junior high school teacher named Richard Surline, 
and another adult named Keith Boyoe. The first group of students observed the 
UFO through a telescope* as it moved into the west, it "seemed to ttrn, and 
present a flat side and an edge, and...light oano out of the sides of the 
objeot»" Surlino stated* "It looked like a black, flat disk at first. Then 
it gained altitude and turned silver. Keith Boyoe called me at about 12*30 
p.m. to ask if I had seen it. I n^tohod it until about 2*30 p.m. It was 
definitely higher than jet trails in the sky." The other group of students 
saw it as "agg-shaped, wobbling, green in color and turning to silver." It 
was evidently .visible all afternoon and early evening; shortly before it dis¬ 
appeared behind a aloud, it seemed "to move rapidly eastward. "20 

17. April 29. At approximately '9*30 P.M., four children allegedly ob¬ 
served a UFO taking off frem a barren slope near Caryon Ferry Village, Montana. 
Aooording to their story, the cVal objeot was first seen resting on the slope 
ty 11-year-old Linda Davis. The newspaper story goes on to relate that Linda 
"rounded 4 Up three neighborhpod friends," but the caption to an accompanying 
photograph lists four other names, "Pete Rust, 13; Diane Flittner. 15;...Linda 
Flittner, 16; and Tom Davis, I5."2l However this may be, the UFO allegedly 
took off in a flash of light when the youngsters approached it; about the same 
tine, a UFO "bright as an arc light" was seen in the sky by several Helena 
residents. Vilhen the local police inspected the hillside late- that night, they 
discovered that "there were 4 indentations in the earth about 13 feet apart in 
a square pattern ^reporters, however, allegedly discovered the holes to be "in 
an imporfeot rectangle^^. Each hole is from 6 to 8 inches in diameter and they 
are tapered toward the bottom as though made by a cone-shaped objeot • Eaoh of 
the holes is from 6 to 8 inches doep. Slightly off center and between the four

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holes is a soorohed area about 4 feet in diameter .indicating that extronw heat 
had boon present in that area.-"32 Although moat of the' Canyon Ferry Village 
residents firmly Believed in’ the youngsters 11 veracity,-the Air* jForoe sleuths 
decided that the oaad. *waa a hoax perpetrated by Children vrtio wanted to ploy 
a trick on a younger sister and the show got out of Control."33 p 0 r reasons 
which seeo obvious, the parents and neighbor* of the children "strongly chal¬ 
lenged this answer.”34 

18. April 30. A UFO, enlightenlngly described as a "whata-it" in the 
newspaper story (approximately 90# of which was devoted to stale and slightly’ 
tasteless quips about little green non) was seen near Austin Bluff, Colorado; 

a few of the journalistic wittioisaa aeaa to auggost that the whats-it landed* 35 
An item given by NICAP.raay have a bearing on the oas'oi "About May 10-16; nr 
Colorado Springs, Colorado . Report from metier that his cousin in Colorado 
said there had beon multiple landings, imprints on ground. Status * So fhr ft 
rumor. NlCAF attempting to confirm*" Considering the hazy status of this- re¬ 
port, it seems possible that the date given by NXCAP is inoorrCot, and the 
description refers to the April 30 report. 

19. April 30., Approximately 10 miles west of- Baker; California, a UFO 
was observed by three motorists (Ous Biggs, his wife anid mother-in-law. Mrs* 
LoBene Ayres, all of Fpntana, Califbrnin) bn their way to Las Vegas. They 
first saw the Object "crouched on a*hilltop- just off U.S. Highway 91....Mrs*, 
Gloria Biggs was quoted as sayingi *At first we thought it was a water towar, 
but as we got. olpser we knew it was something we'd novor seen beforo.' She 
said she, her husband and hor mother, Mrs. Ayres, watched the smooth, brownish 
deme-shapod objoot for about five or six ndnutas while their oar was moving. 

She said the object disappeared from its hilltop porch when they looked away 
for a moment* Mrs* Biggs aid the only sii sequent sign of the object's presence 
on the hilltop was a large depression in the ground. "36 ^he timo was not given. 

April 30* Two nine-year-old boys elalmod to hat® observed a UFO 
for over thirty' minutes botwoon 2i00 and SiOO F.M. from the grounds of the Butler. 
Elementary School at 8alt lake City, ‘Utah. The description of the UFO was not 
given in'tho story, but ono statement ("the two boys...said aUoaf drove to the 
general area, and that it was much scalier than, the object they saw?) indicates 
that someone had suggested that tlie UFO might actually have been an automobile. 
Ono gathers from -this that the object was metallio, foval in ahafce, and that it 
was reported to haye landed or hovered low. principal 1 Delbert Crump, however, 
said that he was "inolinod to discount the story and oredit it to youthful 
inagination." 37 

21. April 30. Shortly before 5 rOO f ,M % four Alamosa, Colorado ohildren, 
ranging in age from 12 to 14, reportedly observed, a metallio egg-shaped object 
flying slowly in a curvod path in a northoasterly diraotion, toward Mount Blanoa. 
They had it in sight for obo t threo ninute.B beforo it disappeared into a oloud. 
It woe flat and "appeared to have a protruding bond around it" (like thp objeot 
photographed in J.958 over Trindada Isle). The children were able to- hear a 
distinct low, steady hum coming from tho UFO until it was drowned put by-the 
roar of an airplane whioh flew .into thoaraa.- Hoble'.C. Gantvoort, associate— 
professor of mathematics and astronomy at Adame State College, attested to-the

something, but I. don’t know what it oould have been 1 ? -- and stated that it 
was possible that th^ UFO was an .extraterrestrial oraft. Polio'e Chief Ify-le 
Iangaton, however, knew better* the UFO was‘actually. a balloon ooato with 
lum nous paint, sent up as a practical Jokel 

32. April 30« During the day, a number of children observed a flying 
disk over ^reen River# Wyoming (no more details available).39 

23. April SO. From 7*00 to 7*30 P.M., Hr. and Mrs. Janes ffeoe, their 
thfee ohildren, and their neighbors Ur* an Mrs. Robert Caneron, of Green 
River, Wyoming, observed a "silvery, shining, round" object hovering higi 
above them. "Ur. Faoe focused binoculars on the object in the sky and viewed 
a 'shining, round light,' standing on its e ge like a silver dollar* It was 
'very high' in the sky, Mrs. Paoe said*•• .After the Paces and Camerons viewed 
the object, which appeared to be hover ng, for about one-half hour, dark 
storm clouds obsoured it." 40 

24* April 30 (or possibly Ifay It the date 1 b not dear). Twelve-year^ 
old Robin Leon Beginrian reported that, at 4s30 P.M., he had observed a UFO 
to "hover for a minute or •two’’ over Mount Olympus, Utah. He estimated it to 
bo about 2,000 feet above the mountain's top. After hovering, it. vanished, 
behind Mount Olympus.41 

25. "La st week of 3 April; Parma, Idaho. Kenneth Arnold roportod sighting 
of landed UFO by a "very responsible" farm couple. At 3j30 a.ra., a pulsating 
greenish, objeot was seen on ground, farm animals frightened. Status i Off cial 
report requested from state of Ida^o." 4 ^ 

26. May 1. At 0*30 A.M., a UFO was spotted over Pueblo, Colorado, by 
a youth named-Leonard Jiranet, hie mother, end four neighbors. "The youth 
said' the roun ., shiny oval-shaped, objeot was moving very h gh toward the south¬ 
west', where it disappeared in clouds. 'It was making a real funny'whirring 
noise,* ho-noted." 4 * (Compare Case 21). 

27. May 1. approximately 6*30 P.M., a UFOwasiseen over Walsenburg, 
Colorado, by Rosa Quintana, ouptodian at the' Le nzlnlMotor Company'. As Quintana 
.Was sitting it} his oar at the Main Street Tail‘road orossing, waiting f or'a train 
to p^ss, he oba.ejrved to ,£he north of him a "huge, white, and. Werf shiny'" UFO 
with "what ae.ened to be a hook near the bottom" descending from the pest, "ap¬ 
parently preparing to land on the hill facing Hi LI Sohool. But he added-that 

ho lost trnok of the saucer after a few minutes beoauae of trees in his line of 
vision." For some reason, Quintana did not investigate further .that evening; 
but, the next morn ng, "he did go to tho area and reported that ho sow a V-shaped 
hole in the. ground...."44 it i a not olear from the newspaper story whether the 
hole was oonfimed by any other persona. Quintana's report has a number of aus- 
pioious features, and, afcile wo would not oore to assert that Lt was a hoax, we 
would not plaoe too muoh oredenoe in it. 

26. "About Mpy 1 ; Santa Ana, California. Large UFO with rotating orange 
light on dome observed landing, taking w? about 8*30 p.n. Statua i NICAP 
Investigating." 45 

29. May 2. At about 6t30 r.M., Mr. and Mrs. Melvin fterateiter of West

Caraaron Township, Shamokin, Pennsylvania, observed a UFO while driving from 
West Cameron Township to Gowen City'. They first saw the brilliant oval object 
hovering over the Gowon City mountain, and watched it for several minutes. ”1 
slowed down the car and both of us watched the object which appeared.to have 
been all lit up, 1 * Mrs. Kerstetter reported. ”It seemed to be at a high altitude 
and just disappeared over tl© mountain toward Shamokin. .£rom what we could see 
of it, the shape appeared to be oval and there was an object liko an exhaust 
extension protruding from it. It definitely was not any type of aircraft such 
as a high flying jet .” 46 

30. May About 3;30yJI». "a bright unexplainablo light in the sky” 
was seen over Late Brie from Mento’r,' 'Ohio. ”john D. Hadden, Lake County deputy 
sheriff and manager of Mentor lark, reported he saw it. So did 2 Mentor police¬ 
men who declined to give their names ’because nobody would believe us.’” 4 ' 

Hadden first saw the object in the east, moving from north to south very slowly. 
It stopped, remained motionloss for five minutes, then suddenly expanded (came 
nearer?) from the size of a softball to 15 inches at arm’s length; it subse¬ 
quently diminished again after about a minute. The UFO then ”suddenly shot 
away to the right (South) at extremely higfh speed.

"Wo saw it about 10*15 
o’clock, it was very bright — muoh brighter than a star — and was high in 
the sky to the northwest.

The UFO of Cases 34 and 35 returned for the third and last 
time to Cottonwood Butte; the sightings began at 9i30 i‘.M. (The do-it-yourself 
UFO explainers moved in on the case tho next day, led by the Cottonwood 
Chronicle , whioh set af loat tho theory that t^ie elwngated, mobile UFO was 
actually the planet Venus — adding, with disarming ingonuousnessi "Try searching 
for the planet in the vicihity above the noon today (Thursday) and if the sky 
is clear you probably will have no difficulty locating it with a sot of binocu¬ 
lars."^ 9 Or, if you consider this solution too pedostrian and unimaginative, you 
might try the alternative explanation proposed by Sister Helen Frances, director 
of nursing training at St. Joseph’s Hospital* tlie UFO sightings were caused by 
"helium-filled penny balloons which have bean released from the roof of the hos¬ 
pital each day this week in observance of national hospital week."®® Sister 
Helen Fronoos did not say whether the balloons wore coated with phosphorescent 
paint or n»erely made of' luminous plastio.) 

39. May 13. Two sightings -- one of a near-landing, the other of a land¬ 
ing -- were reported from Rio Vista, California. The former sighting was made 
by Mrs. Walter McKarley, tho wife of a Rio Vista high school trustee, and three 
of her children. She first observed tho UFO while in her car with her son 
Bruce at obbut 10il5 F.M.j it appeared as a light near the ground, which slow¬ 
ly rose, took on a spherical shapo, and apparently approaohed her oar at a dis— 
stanoe oF about a quarter of a mile. As sho drove away, it followed her, but 
stopped whenever she stopped.

Then it went behind a cloud — or a cloud oaraa between 
it and earth — and the light glowed out from bohind the oloud, bright enough 
to silhouette the mountains.

42. May 15. Thirtaen-year-old Deniso Platt, her mother, Mrs. Iferjorie 
Jones, and her aunt, Mrs. Letha Barrows# of Golden, Colorado, were driving 
toward Grand junction on Highway 6-24 near De Boque when they observed an odd 
star-like objeot in the heavens. Donise said* "Its tail was real red and a 
little blue. Vfe saw it for 5 or 10 minutes and it didn't seen to move. Then, 
all of a sudden, it fell at an angle, away from the highway. It didn't leave 
any trail as it fell but the whole mountain lit up when it exploded, apparently 
when it hit tho ground....I was soared." 66

driving.from Lowistown to Winifred with Mrs. Orville Bolstnd and her three 
ohildren that night; during the trip, they node three separate sightings.

As Frye watched* "tho objeot. • .began, to rise 
slowlychanging gradually to yellowish, and then to a^brillinnt orange, when 
it reached thB top of its asoent” at about 30°, It then descended to its or¬ 
iginal position,, accoc^ionied by a reversal of the oolor change* the oyolo in¬ 
volved five minutes’ rise, throe to fb ur minutes’ remining motionless at 
30°, five minutes! descent, and eight to teq remaining motionless at 

20°. After performing several pf j^heso oyoloJ, tfeo UFO -#lbw ,t award Frye at 
150ito 200 nph.and passed ever his head at ©n estimat 04 nititude of 1500 feet, 
making a fa int,whirring noise. Frye described it as g59©fli©)jj- t wh ite, ”r,ound- 
oblong ton the bottom; sort, of lite, ( turtle's shell see.n from underpeath. 

The bottom wos smooth, and 3 greenish-white lights wore soon there. Two were 
in front, and one in bnek. Thsy were extremely brilliant and if his estimate 
at altitude was oorrect...oould’vo boon 16 inohes across....As it moved away 
he noticed that the top part was obsourod by a groonish oloud-liko vapor that 
seemed to go along with tho unidentified flying object»” 88 The UFO vanished 
in the distance in the weBt-north-west. 

Subsequent investigation of the North Lc.wrenoe landing disolosed that 
"complaints of heat in the fire house at 9*30 I’.M. wens*,made, lho main trans¬ 
mitter soemed to have overheated, and it oouldn/t be used. It was a temporary 
situation howover.’'®® This-,itaa should be especially noted by students of 
electro-magnetio effo ts associated with UFO’s. In addition, whon the Uni¬ 
versal Mehrliohtian Society (Medina UFO group) chocked the area around the 
artificial lake for radioactivity, "a high reading was fpund by the ion-chamber 
device* near tho, ini shore.”®? 

This series is certainly one of the most important events of the 1964 flap* 
and maybe profitably compared wit hr the Oldon Moor© case in 1957. 8 ®

Mrs. Jones said that the TJFO 
moved slowly In a south-north direction in the western sky. The objeot was 
bright orange, had two small "windows" whioh glowed a pale yellow, and appeared 
to be spinning on its axis.lOG 

59. lixy -Zl*. ’’Miss' Marti Howland, 1625 Roselond, reported soelfig three 
objects that looked li"ke la T rge stars, taosl: of < tho-time in a straight lirfg, 
but sometimes In a V-shaped pattern,” over Kalamazoo, Miohigan, that night. 1^1 

60. May 21-22. There wore at least five soparnto strange aerial in¬ 
cidents over Lansing, Miohigan, during the night I 

At tft2S P.M., a Wonnn observed an ’’oblong ob^ot with tho oornors squared 
off” flying rapidly eastward at a hi^v altitude. Tho UFO was luminous, bluish- 
whit o, and ’’oovorod with a oellophano-liko materia 1.1102 

Fifteen-year-old Jo Ann Bush reported that, at 9i65 P.M., ”sho had seen an 
objeot hovering at Frospoot and Clifford Streets. She said it was very bright 
and about 15 foot in diEjnoter.”^ 03 

Between llil5 and lli30 P.M., a woman n saw a Btar novo” eastward. Satellites 
invariably travel from west to onst, but the women nevertheless insisted that 
the objoot was net a satellite.^ 4 

A woman ’heard a loud humming or buzzing sound at 1 a.m. bearing a oloso 
resemblance to that nn.de by a helicopter, but was prevented from soolng any¬ 
thing because of trees in the yard.”^^ 

At 3i00 A.M., a bluish luminous UFO flew rapidly aoross the sky (for some 
roaeon, tho diroot ion is mentioned in neither of our souroosl 06 ), raking a 
torrifio raokot that was hoard by hundreds of Lansing residents and variously 
described as ”roaring like a freight train,” "a pulsating vrtiining noise,” and 
"whirring noise that startod low and got so loud and hlghpitohed it soared us. 11 
Elmar Spears, like most of tho dozen or so aotual witnesses, desorlbed the UFO 
as "lito a falling star, but instead of falling it was ; going straight aoross 
the sky.”^ 7 Mrs* Edward Colo, hcwovor, said that it "looked like an upside 
down ’bowl*...about as large as a small airplano, but was round, and light 
colored. Sho said it was turning around and moving forward at tho-same-time." 

A somewhat different aooount was given by llr. and Mrs. Robert Bourse, who desorlbed 
the UFO as "a flat shaped objoot with something underneath that *lbokBd likb a 
rod dome,’" and who claimed to have seen it again at Si20.^ 0 ^ 

61. May 22. Hazelton, Pennsylvania* "Throe pulsating flashes illuminated 
the sky at 4 a.m. yesterday, an early morning fisherman and hie Bone reported, 

Tho man, who doolined to bo identified, said the three second flashes were seen 
in tho north-east seotion /of tho sky, apparent]^/.

Mrs, Kugel said that they,.were "about 
the size of a scoffee oup" (a totally meanlngl.oss estimate), moving qt "a 
tremendous speed,", and "way, way up." Two of them went from northwest to 
southeast, and the third from west to east, although she did not specify whloh 
of-the sightings die was referring to.

Another UFO inoident ooourred over Lansing* Michigan, at 
3*45 77 m., when 1 Delta Township Fire Chief Dexter Reuokort was awakened by a 
loud buzzing sound. Upon- going outside, ha saw a UFO hoverit^ over the fire 
station (of. the- North. Lawrenoe, Ohio,, report — Case 53). "(The moon was out 
and the sky was olear," said Reuchert* "The thing had a white -light ooming 
from-the bottom of the» objeot. All the time there was this strange, loud 
buzzing wbloh sounded something like a jet. It didn't pass over, but rather 
hung over the firestation (sio) for about a mlnuto, and then moved east toward 
I/insing."

71. May 25. At approximately 8|15 P.M., a luminous UFO was observed by 
numorous residents of Morgantown* West Virginia. "One observer said it looked 
Ills a burning plane with a paraohute ooming from it. The seoond person dsaoribed 
it as like a brightly burning* spinning top whioh was moving in a generally 

oast direction. It stoppod momentarily* then disappeared. The last witness 
thought it looked like a burst of fire about i^. miles up."120 

72. May 26. Numorous residents of Wheeling, West Virginia, inoluding 
several polioemen* observed a "bright ball of fire that loft a vapor trail 
similar to that of a Jet...flash from east to west" and bum out.*21 

73. May 26. At 8i28 P.M., A1 Fitter of Akron, Ohio, observed a glowing 
green tjFO. "A glow attracted his attention about 55° high. Something green 
seemed to be rushing down at a 30° angle....It resolved Itself swiftly into 

a trail that looked to him like a 4" pipe of soft 'phosphorous green.' It 
beoame a 'long, green* glowing neon tube.' he declared....This phenomena (slo) 
reaohed a position whioh took it above and to the left of Goodyear Tire Flant 
No. 3 on Seiberling Ave. (about 26° elevation). 'It suddenly twisted, like 
a to £ ‘spinning, and seemed to ohango direotion,1 ho said. It looked Ilk? a 
sen. 11 football, (horiz) and around its oenter thera,was a pinkish-red glow.

The 
direotlpn when first seen was 20° E of N — when last seen was 30° S of E. 22 

74. May 25. At 8*30 P«M.* two neighboring women a-fc a looation four 
mile s north of Salem, Ohio, observed a "flying light bulb" streaking in a 
southeastern direction norosa the sky. "It seemed to be dropping slowly, then 
burst as It neared tho ground," said one of the witnesses, Mrs. Earl K* Moore. 

The earns objeot was soon by a third woman, Mrs. Paul Fletohor, from tho North- 
fiold Park raoa traok, Niles, Ohio.*23 

75. May 25. A "sighting" (no more details) was reported that night by 
Barry Di.okson, an attorney of Petersburg, Ohio (four miles north of East Pa¬ 
lestine), 124 

76. May ‘25. At approximately 8«15 P.M., a pilot flying at*23,000 feet 
over Windsor, Ontario, Canada, observed a "ball of fire" to the south of him.125 

(Note* "Authorities" have lumped Cases 70-76 together into one and ex¬ 
plained it as a very bright meteor. While that explanation has some merit, and 
we do not rejeot it entirely, if it is to be &ocepted some of the observational 
data must be thrown out. For one thing, the direotion of travel reported in 
Case 72 is the opposite of that reported in Oases 71,. 73 and 74* Seoond, the 
stopping and/or reversal of direotion reportod in Cases 71 and 7,3are not in 
oonfonaahoe with the behavior of meteor(ite)s, nor are the other details of 
the Akron sighting. JThirdj the times of the sightings, whil'o close, are not 
in exact conformance. However, a nuipber of, facts do support the m teor theory, 
and it would i>e a .bold UFO buff who would ignore the possibility.) 126

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77. May 25. Onoe again, a UFO was reported over Eanaing, Michigan! thir¬ 
teen-year-old John C. Gallagher reported that, between 4t30 and 4 i 45 P.M., he 
"aaw a diao ahaped object over the Michigan' Avenue Bridge going west at a 
height of about 50 feet above treetop level. He aaya the object turned along 
the aide and appeared ‘flat and round’, waa aoundleaa, and left no vapor trail. 

At one point, he aaid, it suddenly glowed. He waa unable to eatimate aize or 
apeed but aaid it moved 1 amoothly 1 ."127..eatimate of the boy’a reliability 
waa not included in the newspaper atory; while we would not oare to brand hia 
account a hoax, it doea aeem odd that no one elae aaw tho UFO. 

78. May 27. At approximately lli20 P.M., three girla, Viokl Knight, 

Suaan Hughes and Debra Laater, of Memphia, Tenneaaee, obaerved 'a atrange 
ob ja ct.. .moving at a terrific apeed and flaahing blue lights."^ 2 ® 

79. May 31. Mr. and Mra. Joe Wyant of Opportunity, Montana, reported 
that they had obaerved a UFO at IOiOO P.M. on a high mountain near Loat Creek. 

It "waa about the size of a small washtub, deop orange in oolor, round and 
glowihg. They aaid it was atationary about a minute in one apot and then 
diaappeared. A half oirole glow followed for about a half minute."129 

80. June 1, At night, "Mr. and Mra. Rodeffler apotted a ’very brilliant 
atar wi-fch reddish ovortonea* moving againat a background of fixed atnra.... 

Tho' UFO made a aharp left turn, then a U-turn, zig-znggod, and atood atill. 

The objoot rooked, moved again, and finally ’ahot atraight up’ out of ai^it. 

The manouvora laated for about 30 minutoa. When the object pauaed in flight, 
a 10-powor binooulara revealed detaila of a strange undercarriage."130 

81. June 3. At 8i45 P.M., a UFO waa aeon by Edward Coyle, mine fore¬ 
man at Coppermine, Arizona, about twonty miles aouth of Page. Coyle noticed 
an object, "egg ahaped with a light near the upper frbnt portion and a red 
roflooting miatlike glow...moving from NE to SW. It appeared to be 500-1,000 
feet abotro the ground and wna moving faater than Coyle’s pickup truck." Coyle 
and nine other peraona watched the UFO for fifteen ninutea until it vaniahed in 
the distance. The nowapeper account adda, aonowhot perplexinglyi "Howard, night 
wntohman at the mine, watched the object for approximately one half hour. He 
reported a aeoond UFO which was at a furthor distance and to tho ebuth."131 

82. June 4. Obaervera at several lookout towers in the Apache National 
Forest of Arizona C?3ig lako, Groon Poak, Fox Mountain, New Moxibo, Eacudilla, 

P.S. and Blue Stations") aaw that night a phenomenon which' ia vaguely daaoribod 
aa "an arc halo, oxtonding beyond tho edgoa of. Burnt Mtn. 40. miloa SW of Hagar... 
tho lights in the aro halo laatod 5 to 10 minutes. After tt» biggest impact 

was gone, a ourvod vapor and loaaor light remained aevoral minutes"132 __ 
whatever that may mean. 

83. Juno 8« A rathor obeouroly phrased report in Sauoor Roaearoher 
tells how, after throe teen-agers roportod h»ing "shrill sounds and seeing 
a 'grooniah-blue glow’" in a wildomeaa pasture near Burlington, Colorado, 
aovon unnamod mon wont out in a oar to investigate. Thoy reportedly aaw a 
UFO with "a oeutor objoet' that was brighter then the roat of it... .A ' spot¬ 
light ’ from the objoot lit up the wholo inside of the oar.”*33 No further 
detaila are provided.

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Postscript i The following sightings wore accidentally omitted from the 
ohronology. To avoid oonfusion, we are not numbering them. 

April 26. At IOiOO a.M., "a*motorist on Route 70 near Sooorro reported 
seeing a bright object in the vicinity of Round Mountain.”134 

April 26. Carl Hookman, a Union Paoifio Railroad engineer, ’’said that he 
and other train-mon saw an egg-shapod fireball disappear behind a hill while 
their train was stopped in northern Wyoming."135 

April 29. Two sightings woro reported from South Lawrence, Massaohusettst 
"Shortly before Gi30 pm, Allen Lefloeuf, 10, saw something like a moving star 
drifting along in a northeasterly direction. The objeot seemed to be turning 
and giving off rod, green, and white colors. A few minutes before 10 pm Edward 
Tromblay, 15, went out in his baok yard to look at the stars with binoculars* 

He saw a largo oval shaped objeot giving off yellow light ...someth ing liko a 
football." 136 

April 30. Thirteen-year-old Leonard Gamnoho, of South Lawrence, Massa¬ 
chusetts, roportod "a multi-oolorod UPO, giving off blue, green, and red lights."137 
May 1. An identical objeot was allegedly seen by Gamaohe and his parents.138 
At 9t30 P.ll», Mrs. Beth Gonzi of Cuyahoga Falls, Ohio, observed 
a large, yellowish, roughly rectangular light, about three times as long as it 
was wide, hanging "motionless undor the solid oloud layer....It pulsated on and 
off regularly and after 10 minutes, it just disappeared. The angle of ele¬ 
vation was 35° W, made no sound, and no ground-based boam was seen. Clouds 
12,000 scattered and a oirrus overcast."13L 

May 9. Thero wore four sightings that afternoon in tho Four Corners area 
of Colorado and New Mexico (exaot times not given). The fi^Bt sighting was 
made by Mrs. J.M. Watkins (exaot location not stated), who saw two UFO’s 
"flying about 200 feet off the ground...60 feet long, cylindrical in shape but 
with long pointed noses and apparently supportod by fins." The same or similar 
objects wero seen about an hour later near Moan Verde National Park by a man 
from ifanoos, Colorado; two soparato sightings of a similar objoot, "tumbling in 
the air," woro made subsequently from Farmington, Now Mexico. 

Thoso reports bring tho total of sightings listed here from the 1964 flap 
to ninety. If any readers oan call our attention to any sightings which we may 
have omitted, we beg them to oall our attention to them.
